UNSOLVED FARM CRIME. 


INQUEST ON MURDERED GIRL. 


Inquiring /ast month iato the death 
of Edith Mary Parkin, the little 
daughter of a local farmer, a Bodmin 
(Cornwall), coroncr's jury found that 
abo had been murdered by some per- 
ron unkuown, They also expressed 
dissatisfaction with the manner in 
which the dead girl's father and

It occurred to him ob 
one time tbat he was getting too 
friendly. He did not complain at the 
time, though he now felt he ought to 
havo dore, The day before the 
murder acciecd hit his nose with o 
chair, and it drew blood.

FUTURE OF FAR EASTERN 
TRADE, 


—— 


- Sir Walter da ‘Freece writes to The 
Times. from tha House of Commons 
on July 15:— ‘ 


» As one who bas asked questions on 
the intentions of the Government 
with respect to the nrgent need for 
stimulating the selection by Chinese 
students for atudy in this country, I 
am particularly pleased to see the 
artic'e by Mr. David Fraser. I find it 
very diffiu't to ‘persusde people in 
this country that it is vital to our 
commercial interesta to have as many 
Chinese students as possible here, 
since the atndent of to-day ia the 
commer ial traveller or order-placing 
merchant of to-morrow. Not only ia 
every other Government—with 5 
knowledge of this fact—weloomirg 
these students, but some are making 
very epecia! arrangements to educate 
them. This is notably: the case 
in both the United Sates .and 
in France. Moreover-~and I 
say it with regret—not a 
few Chinosa. etudents>who ..recently. 
came tothis country for study have 
found that openings simply did not 
exist, and they bave gone to Ger- 
many. When they go-back to China 
thoy ste going to help German trade: 
itis only natural they shculd speak 
in favour of what they know moat 
about, 


Thie is not a matter merely for 
educational suthoritics. Many of 
the e students are antious to acquire 
some technical knowledge ; but their 
task of deing eo is, they tell me, 
almost insuperable. I write ag a 
Larcashire member, vitally interested 
in the trade of the county, and I can- 
not unde.stand why both manulac- 
turera and merchants do not realise 
that ‘indifference on the subject is 
playing, so far as Far Eastern trade is 
concerned, into the hands of our rivals. 
They ought not merely to press our 
Government to do allin their power 
to encourage these students, but to 
try some form of organisation, to seo 
they, get sll.-the technical training. 
they want.’ sos Z 

It is no use adopting an 
obscurantist policy. on-the-ground of 
trade’ ‘secrécy;’ since,-it these. young’ 
men do not get what they want hare, 
‘they will get it eleewhere ; and in the 
long ran, by losing the trade and good 
will which they will, in atter time, be 
able to influence, wo shall be the 
soffeiers, I know ihe Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce has wisely 
passed a sympathetic resolution ; bat 
what we now want is collective, 
energetic action. Sir John Jordan, 
who is at the head of the Government 
Committee of Inquiry, wilt do all that 
is postible; but it is a question of 
finance, ani it ic said that the Prime 
Minister, while not indispoted to give 
way in reepeoi of cancelling the rest 
of the Boxer Indemnity, is not 
convinced that the public really care. 
I cannot imagine that this is so,

HONGKONG TO BE 
RECONSIDERED. 


IMPERIAL WIRELESS CHAIN, 


Tn the House of Commons on July 
18, Mr. Kellaway, replying to Mr 
Hurd, anid the Government bad 
further considered the question of the 
Imperial wireless chain and had recid- 
od to erect in England a station of the 
ultimate power contemplated by the 
expert commission, instesd of the 
smaller power proposed to be used in 
the first instance. The Governmrnot 
wore advised that this station would 
provide efficiently direct commercial 
communication with India, South 
Africa and Australia, In India the 
Imperial Government would erect and 
the Indian Government would work, s 
station also capable of direct com- 
muvication with England, South Af- 
rica and Australia. 

Asacorollary to this decision, the 
erection of the proposed stations in 
Egypt ond East Africa would be de 
ferred and the erection of staticns at 
Singapore and Hongkong would be re- 
considered. The ozperts of the 
Canadian Government were expected 
to reach England shortly to dircuss the 
participation of Canada in the scheme.
